The  unemployment  problem,  he 
aald,  was  a  world-wide  one.  with  tha 
local  aspect  the  moat  acute  queetlon 
facing  the  people  of  the  city.

Statistics  raoanUy  publlabeA  ibr  tha 
guldaaea  of  the  lumber  iiideetry  and 
associated  Interests  of  Brltlah  Colum- 
bia ahow  that  lumber  production  In 
Canada  and  on  the  North  American 
continent  Is  .'-fendlly  moving  west- 
ward. \  few  \ears  ago  Drltish  Co- 
lumbia supplied  only  a  very  small 
proportion  of  the  Canadian  consump- 
tion of  lumber,  but  today  the  ratio 
hka  Inereased  to  the  peiat  where  thla 
Frovlaoa  mtwVi—  thtoty-aevan  per 
oeet  of  the  luaaber  uaad  la  tha  Do- 
minion. 

Durlnp  the  laat  fourteen  years 
Firitish  Columbia  haa  increseed  its 
output  of  lumber  loa  per  cent,  and, 
while  this  development  has  t)#en  tak- 
ing place,  the  Pro\ince  s  sh.ire  of  the 
sawmill  business  of  the  Dauglaa  flr 
region  haa  alewly  grown  f»am  ebmt 
eight  par  aant  ta  araead  elavee  par 
eant.  Dlreetlr  aad  ladlreatly,  tha 
tlmbar  lodeatrlas  af  Brtttah  ColumbU 
are  aald  to  rapraeant  nearly  half  the 
trade  and  aommeraa  of  tha  Province.
